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1. DURING CONVERSATION WITH EMBOPP, BIEGMAN, CHILE OP NATO 
POLITICAL AFPAIRS SECTION, MPA, AMPLIFIED DUTCH AMBASADOR'S 
REPORT IN PRAGUE AND BUWALDAS'S REPORT TO NAC ON VAN DPR STOEL'S 
VISIT TO CZECHOSLOVAKIA. VAN DPR STOEL DESCRIBED VISIT TO 
POLCOUNS AS A "BIG ROW". 
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2. ACCORDING TO BIEGMAN, FONMIN WAS NOT RPT NOT ANXIOUS 
TO GO TO PRAGUE AL ALL AND ONLY AGREED TO TRIP AFTER BEING 
ASSURED THAT CZECHS WERE PREPARED TO HEAR HIM OUT ON HUMAN RIGHTS 
QUESTIONS (REFTEL A). VAN DER STOEL DID NOT, HOWEVER, ATTEMPT PUT 
CZECHS IN DOCK. EXCEPT FOR BRIEF REFERENCES (INITIATED BY CHNOUPEK 
HIMSELF) TO SUBJECT IN MEETINGS OF FULL DELEGATIONS, TOPIC OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS WAS RESTRICTED TO PRIVATE ONE AND ONE-HALF HOUR SESSION 
BETWEEN FONMINS. DURING THIS DUSCUSSION, HOWEVER, DAN DER STOEL 
MADE IT CLEAR THAT CZECH IMPLEMENTATION OF SEVENTH PRINCIPLE IN 
HELSINKI FINAL ACT LET A GREAT DEAL TO BE DESIRED AND CAST A 
SHADOW OVER UPCOMING BELGRADE CONFERENCE. 

3. DURING MEETING OF BOTH DELEGATIONS LATER, CHNOUPEK COMMENTED 
THAT IT WAS GOOD THAT DUTCH HADRAISED HUMAN RIGHTS ISSUES 
PRIVATELY. IF THEY HAD BEEN BROUGHT UP IN OFFICIAL SESSION IT 
WOULD HAVE SIGNIFIED A RETURN TO AN EARLIER AGE (COLD WAR). 

NEITHER CHNOUPEK NOR VAN DER STOEL REFERRED TO CHARTER 77 
DIRECTLY IN OFFICIAL SESSIONS. BEIGMAN SAID THAT TO HIS KNOWLEDGE 
CHNOUPEK NEVER REFERRED TO CHARTER 77 AS AN "IMPERIALIST PLOT" 

(PARA 3 OF REFTEL B.) VAN DER STOEL, HOWEVER, HAD TOLD HIM THAT 
DUTCH AND OTHERS IN THE WEST WERE CONCERNED WITH INCREASING SIGNS 
THAT EAST WAS ATTEMPTING TO TAR LEGITIMATE INTEREST IN HUMAN 
RIGHTS WITH THAT BRUSH. VAN DER STOEL WENT ON TO SAY THAT HE 

HAD SAT IN NATO COUNCILS FOR YEARS AND THAT NATO HAD NO 
DESIGNS ON OTHERS' TERRITORY. 

4. ALTHOUGH A LITTLE UNEVEN, VISIT WENT REASONABLY WELL AND 
PERSONAL RELATIONS THROUGHOUT WERE GOOD, VAN DER STOEL'S MEETING 
WITH PATOCKA WAS CLEARLY A JOLT TO CZECHS. CHNOUPEK MAINTAINED 
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A CORRECT ATTITUDE AFTERWARD BUT DEPUTY FOREIGN MINISTER SPACIL 
WAS VISIBLY UPSET. LATTER MADE SPECIAL TRIP OF SOME 40-50 
KILOMETERS OUTSIDE PRAGUE TO REMONSTRATE WITH VAN DER STOEL 
DURING OFFICIAL DINNER. HE WAS MOLLIFIED SOMEWHAT AFTER VAN 
DER STOEL EXPLAINED THAT HE HAD BEEN CAREFUL TO TELL PATOCKA 
THAT DUTCH WILL NOT INTERFERE IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS. 

5. DUTCH ARE GENERALLY SATISFIED WITH RESULTS OF VISIT. 

ALTHOUGH A LARGER NUMBER OF JOURNALISTS THAN IS USUAL ACCOM- 
PANIED VAN DER STOEL, BIEGMAN SAID FONMIN WAS NOT SEEKING 
PUBLICITY FOR HIMSELF NOR DID HE WANT TO EMBARRASS CZECH 
GOVERNMENT. BUT, WHEN PATOCKA TURNED UP AT HIS HOTEL THERE 
WAS LITTLE TO DO BUT SEE HIM. TO REFUSE THE MEETING WOULD 
ALSO HAVE BEEN A POLITICAL ACT. (BIEGMAN SAID VAN DER STOEL DID 
NOT DUCK SECOND MEETING WITH CHARTER 'll SIGNATORIES: DUTCH 
PRESS WAS OPERATING ON BASIS OF AN INACCURATE SCHEDULE.) 

6. NOTING THAT RUDE PRAVO WAITED UNTIL THE WEEKEND TO LAUNCH 
ITS ATTACK ON THE VAN DER STOEL VISIT, BIEGMAN WONDERED WHY 
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IT HAD TAKE THE CZECHS THAT LONG TO DECIDE WHAT TO DO. HE 
SPECULATED THAT THE MATTER MAY HAVE BEEN DISCUSSED AT A WARSAW 
PACT CSCE EXPERTS MEETING IN SOEIA IMMEDIATELY EOLLOWING THE 
VISIT. HE COMMENTED THAT DURING THE VISIT THE CZICHS WERE VERY 
RETICENT AND UNSURE OF THEMSELVES ABOUT CSCE. 

7. VAN DER STOEL HAS ATTRACTED CONSIDERABLE FAVORABLE PUBLICITY 
(ALTHOUGH NOT UNIFORMLY SO) OVER VISIT. DURING CONVERSATION 
WITH POLCOUNS THE NORMALLY LACONIC FONMIN CLEARLY RELISHED 
THE CHANCE TO DESCRIBE ATMOSPHERE SURROUNDING THE VISIT. 

WHILE WE DO NOT ATTRIBUTE HIS ACTIVITIES IN PRAGUE TO ANYTHING 
OTHER THAN A FIRM AND LONG STANDING COMMITMENT TO SPEAK OUT 
ON HUMAN RIGHTS, THE TRIP WILL DO HIM NO HARM AT HOME WITH 
ELECTIONS COMING UP.
